HE pancreas !s a -gland 
located in the abdomen, onc 
of whose functlons is the seere- 
tlon of insulin; a drug which 
ennbles the body -to utilise 
sugar, Lack of insulin results 
In the disease known as diabetes, 
It cnn be mild or severe, de- 
pending on whether the pan- 
creas produces some, but not 
enough, insulin or none at a'l. 
Recently it has been found 
that people with mild diabetes 
are likely to suffer from Indiges., 
lion. Indeed, such symptoms as 
pain in the pit of the stomach 
or ucross the upper abdomen 
may appear before the diabetes 
itself is discovered.- For; this 
reason it §s important that any- 
body who Is subject to digestive 
upsets have an examination 
made to determine whether or 
not dinbetes may be at the root 
of his trouble. 


Loss of Weight 


In general, the diabetic has 
such. symptoms .as_loss.of weight 
and strength, excessive thirst 
and hunger, plus frequent emp- 
tying. ‘of the. bladder.
